Let us have a health ordinance and a 
health officer, and let 11s place the city 
iu the best possible condition under 
the circumstances. 
Let the officer 
commence with the worst cases and 
the most unhealthy localities, and let 
him work steadily, faithfully and un­ 
derstandingly until he can report the 
city in excellent sanitary condition. 
These are Mr. B e a u d r y ’s views, and 
they are the views of ninety-nine one 
hundreds of our citizens. 
In conclus­ 
ion we will notify tlie Express that its 
attack on Mr. B e a u d r y will not m an­ 
ufacture votes for Mr. T i f f a n y .

T e r r i b l e G u n p o w d e r E x p lo s io n . 


L o n d o n , October 2.—The report of 
the 
terrible 
gunpowder explosion 
which occurred in Regent’s Canal this 
m orning was heard a distance of 20 
miles from where it occurred. 
The 
firemen have been dragging the canal 
all the morning. 
Up to this hour live 
bodies of victims of the explosion have 
been recovered. 
Liglits on the rail­ 
way stations and other buildings two 
miles away were extinguished by the 
concussion, and m any had narrow es­ 
capes from death. A num ber of ani­ 
mals in the Zoological Gardens were 
killed. The quantity of powder ex­ 
ploded was four tons. The details of 
the occurrence show that its disastrous 
effects were wide-spread. M any trees 
were uprooted, and houses located two 
miles from the canal were shattered. 
Seven persons are yet missing. There 
was a perfect panic for hours, and it 
was not until tlie cause of the terrific 
report was learned that the fears of the 
people were allayed. 
Several died 
from fright.

Terrific Storm. 


S t o c k t o n , October 1.—There was a 
terrific rain storm here last night, ac­ 
companied w ith thunder and light­ 
ning. 
The lightning extended “ all 
along the western horizon, and belch­ 
ing forth flashes of liquid lire, tlie 
scene was indescribably grand from 12 
o’clock (midnight) until 1 a . m . Such 
a heavy rain storm lias not occurred 
in this section before, in the m onth of 
September, since the settlement of the 
country, and all the old residents agree 
in stating th at such heavy thunder 
and vivid sheet - lightning had not 
been witnessed before in this county. 
The rain came down in torrents, leav­ 
ing pools of water 011 the streets this 
morning. 
A t Modesto, in Stanislaus county, 
the lightning struck the spire of the 
Campbellite church, and tore it down;

of the depot during the continuance of 
tlie storm.

rally to the share of the most favored 
portion of tlie Occident. There are 
now thousands of people and millions 
of money kept away from us simply 
because it is known abroad that there 
is not to be obtained in tbis county, 
villas, cottages or aparments in hotels 
suited to the tastes and requirements 
of cert ain classes. In conversation and 
correspondence with such persons as 
Sir William Brooke, Hon. Walter 
Morrison, Lord Shaftsbury, and nu­ 
merous other English gentlemen, it 
was a source of the greatest mortifica­ 
tion to me that I could not give them 
the assurance that such quarters as 
they required could be obtained in case 
they should visit Los Angeles with 
their families to spend the Winter, 
and possibly to acquire properties with 
the view to'future residence. 
People of the classes of which I am 
writing are most conservative and 
cautious and do not leave certain com­ 
fort to hazard any inconvenience or dis­ 
comfort to the delicately nurtured la­ 
dies and children of their families.
